let Truſty and Right Well-Beloved Coſins, and Right Truſty and Well-Beloved Coſins, and Truſty and Right Well-Beloved, We 
Greet you Well: We cannot have a better reaſon to promiſe Our Self an end of Our Common Sufferings and Calamities, and 
that Our Own Juſt Powet and Authority, will with Gods Bleſſing be Reſtored to Us, than that We hear You are again ac. 
knowledged to have that Authority and Juriſdiction, which hath alwayes belonged to You, by Your Birth, and the Fundamentall 
Laws of the Land: And We have thought it very fit and ſafe for Us, to call to you for your help in compoſing the confounding 
Diſtempers and DiſtraRions of the Kingdom, in which your Sufferings are next to thoſe We have undergon Our Self; And therefore you 
cannot but be the moſt proper Counſellors for removing thoſe Miſchiefs, and for preventing the like for the future: How great a Truſt We 
repoſe in you for the Procuring and ERabliſhing a Bleſſed Peace and Security for the Kingdom, will appear to you by Our encloſed Declara- 
tion; which Truſt, We are moſt confidence You will diſcharge with that Juſtice and Wiſdom, that becomes You s and muſt alwayes 
expected from You 3 and that upon your Experience, how one Violation ſucceeds another, when the known Relations, and Rules of 
=> Juſtice, are once tranſgreſſed, You will be as jealous for the Rights of the Crown, and tor the Honour of your King, as for your Selves : 


And then you cannot bur diſcharge your Truſt with good Succeſs , and provide for, and eftabliſh the Peace, Happineſs , and Honour © 

King , Lords, and Commons, upon that Foundation which can only ſupport it, and V Ve ſhall be all happy in each other: And as the 
whole Kingdom will bleſs God for You all, So VVe ſhall hold Our Self obliged in an eſpeciall manner to thank You in particular, according to the Affection You 
ſhall expreſs cowards Us. VVe need the leſs enlarge to You upon this SubjeR, becauſe VVe have likewiſe writ to the Houſe of Commons, which VVe ſuppoſe they will 
Communicate to You : And VVe pray God to bleſs your joynt Endeavours for the good of Us all; And ſo V Ve bid You very heartily fare wel.

;. Ruſty and Wel- beloved, We greet you well. In theſe great Revolutions which of late have happened in that Our Kingdom, to the wonder and amaze- 
ment of all the World, there is none that we have looked upon with more Comfort, than the fo frequent and publick manifeſtations of their 
atfections to Us in the City of C NDON, which hath exceedingly raiſed Our Spirits, and which, no doubt, hath proceeded from the Spirit of 
A G OD, and His extraordinary Mercy to the Nation, which hath been encouraged by you, and your good example, to aſſert that Government un- 
BE der which it hath ſo many hundred years enjoyed as great felicity as any Nation in Europe, and to diſcountenance the imaginations of choſe, who 
Ä would ſubject our Subjects to a Government they have not yet deviſed ; and to fatisfie the pride and ambition of a few ill men, would introduce 
dhe moſt Arbitrary and Tyrannical Power that was ever yet heard of: How long we have all ſuffered under thoſe and the like devices, all the world 
takes notice, to the no {mall reproach of the Engliſh Nation, which we hope is now providing for its own Security and Redemption, and will 
be no longer bewitched by choſe Inventions : how defirous we are to contribute to the obtaining the Peace and Happineſſe of Our Subjects, without 
further effuſion of blood; and how far we are from deſiring to recover what belongs to Us by a War, if it can be otherwayes done, will appear to you by the encloſed 
DECLARATION, which, together with this Our LETT ER, We have entruſted Our right truſty and welbeloved Cofin the Lord Viſcount Mordant, and Our 
cruſty and welbeloved Servant, Sir John Greenvile Knight, one of the Gentlemen of Our B dane to deliver to you to the end chat you, and all the reſt of Our good 
Subjects of that Our City of LO NDON (to whom We defire it ſhould be publiſhed) may know how far We are from the deſire of Revenge, or that the Peace, 
Happineſſe, and Security of the Kingdom ſhould be raiſed upon any other foundation than the affection and hearts of Our Subjects, and their own conſents: We 
have not the leaſt doubt of your juſt ſenſe of thoſe O ur Condeſcentions, or of your zeal to advance and promote the ſame good End, by diſpoſing all men to meet Ils 
with the ſame affection and tenderneſſe, ia reſtoring the fundamental Laws to that Reverence that is due to them, and upon the preſervation whereof all our happineſſe 
depends: And you will have no reaſon to doubt of enjoying your full ſhare in that happineſſe, and of che improving it by Our particular affection io you. It is 
very naturall for all men to do all the good they can for their native Country, and to advance the honour of it. And as We have that full affeRion for the King- 
dom in general, fo We would not be thought to be without ſome extraordinary kindneſſe for Our native City in particular, which We ſhall manifeſt on all occa- 
ſions , not only by renewing their Charter, and confirming all thoſe Priviledges which they have received from Our Predeceſſors, but by adding and granting any 
new Favours which wg advance the Trade, Wealth and Honour of that Our native City, for which We will be fo ſolicitous, that We doubt not but that it will 
in due time receive ſome Benefit and Advantage in all thoſe reſpects, even from Our own obſervation and experience abroad; and We are moſt confident We (hall never 
be diſappointed in Our expeRation of all poſſible ſervice from your affetions. And fo We bid you farewell.

Rdered by this Court, That the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor do acquaint the Lord Viſcount Mordant and Sir John Greenvile (who brought 
the ſaid LETTER and DECLARATION) That this Court do return moſt bumble and hearty thanks to his Majeſty for his gracious 
Condeſcentions to, and owning this Court and City, expreſſed in hi Majeſties ſaid LETTER and DECLARATION: And do likewiſe 

return hearty thanks to the [aid honourable perſons that broug bt the [aid gracious Meſſage» And do declare this Courts ready [ubmiſſion to his Ma- 
jeſtios Government: And that in teſtimony thereof, they had now taken down the Commonwealths Arms, and ordered his Majeſties Arms to be ſet up. And 


further that this Court do beg the favour of the Lord Mordant to return with an Anſwer in Writing to his Majeſty from this Court, And alſo, that this Court 
do intend very Seedily to ſend Members of their own to Wait on his Majeſtic. |
